SIR IAN HAMILTON ON 
RIFLE-SHOOTING. 

On the occasion of the prizo-giving after 
the rifle mosting on Salisbury Plain, on 
June 11, Lient..Gen. Sir Inn Hamilton 
delivered the following remarks on the 

of the now shor} rifle and, on the 
rélativo merits of rifle and “bayonet :— 

“‘Thaye watched your shooting with the 
deepest interest and, not unnaturally per. 
haps, I watched my own competition most 
narrowly of all. When I saw your teams 
of four rush over their 100 yards, and in the 
spaco of a fow seconds knock down the four 
tiny tiles not much bigger than a man’s 
head, and just visible at 200 yards’ range, 
Tcould not help thinking what fine war 
weupon we. possessed in our now riflo. I 
saw one team of Royal Eng. enter, armod 
with tho long rifle. Boforo they could 
knock down a single ono of the tiles op- 
‘posed to them, the whole four of tho tiles 
facing their rival team were lying flattened 
out onthe ground. This is a very good 
practical proof, I think, of the superiority 
of the now short rifle, not perhaps 
for the more old-fashioned stylo of 
competitions which consist in fring at 
a bull’s-oye under unnatural: condi- 
tiona, but for’ ivar” --As I watched this 
competition I thought, too, how much 
better our mon shoot than they used to do, 
and also than tho men of any foreign army 
I know, In Manchuria, for instance. I have 
seen Russinns apd Japanese bobbing up 
and down out of their trenches or cover, not 
at 200 yurds, but at Gfty yards, and at thal 
Tange go on missing one anothor for so long 
that at list they-took tothe bayonet and to 
the butts of their rifles as the only final 
solution, Theorists have since deduced from 
this the amazing argument that bayonets 
and subres aud lances are all coming back 
again into general use. Don’t you belicvo 
‘a word of it. No nian who has still cool. 
hess loft tu put a cartridge into his rife, 
and who has shot through’ these competi- 
tions yesterday and to-day, need have the 
sninllest anxiety about an adversary bont 
on using a bayonet or sword. Tho man 
with the bayonet ar sword ean only get in 
if the mun with tho bullet gets flurried 
and loses his hoad.”

THE EX-EMPEROR OF KOREA, 

Mr. I, B, Uulbert, the author of “The 
Passing of Koren,” gives tho following 
gketeh of the ex-Emperar of Korea:—“ Ho 
is now tifly-tive yeara Old and isa gentle- 
man of average natural ability, which has 
oun greatly influenced by his environmant 
not always hnppily.

INDUSTRY FOR-HONG- 
KONG. 


NEW 


The establishment of a plant for tho 
manufacture of high grade dry batteries at 
Hongkong by tho Oriental Battery Co. 
introduces a new industry io the Orient 
and adds to the prestige of Hongkong as Ty 
manvfucturing centre, says the “Var 
Eastern Review.” Mr F. H, Thompson; 
the well known clectrical. engincer.. of 
Manila, is p ssident and general manager 
of the company. Mr, Thompson. recently. 
returned from a trip to the United States 
where he mado all his arrangements to 
start operations at an carly ‘dato. 

Mr ‘Thompson has‘ purchasod ‘at groat 
expense two of the best’formulas available, 


for tho Emperor's abdication, , with the 
request that the matter bo formally com- 


municated to all the Powers. 

On Friday afternoon the Emperor of. 
Koroa entrusted Marquis Ito with full au- 
thority to take all means for the suppres- 
sion of disturbances. oie 

When tho publication of tho news of the 
abdication ‘of the Emperor of Korea was 
made known large crowds wore assembled 
in front of the Daihan gate of the Imperial 
Palaco. .The.-leaders declared that the 

coplo desired toaddress a memorial to the 

hrone and signatures. were being written 
in blood by tho supportera of the proposal. 
A number of Japanese honses were stoned. 
The Imperinl Palace was being guarded by 
the Korean troops and Japanese and Ko- 
rean police under the command of the 
Tapaneso, tnepectaxs: Troops and police 
in bodics of about: ten'.ab a time wero \pa- 
trolling in the precincts of tho Palace. 

The crowds had incroased to tons of 
thousands on Thursday night, showing 
signs of disturbance, some of them urging 
tho massacre of the Ministers of Stato. 

A later telegram from Seoul dated the 
19th instant states that large numbers of 
the crowds in front of the Daihan gate 
have gone away, but a body of mon, who 
declare thomselves to be ready to dic, 
under tha name of the ‘‘ Doyukai,” has 
appeared. The people assembled at 
Chongno and ethor places aro rapidly in- 
creas ng in number.” Tho Doyakai men 
havo posted placards in prominent placca 
and the oxcitement has greatly increased. 
They. have’ not yet done any harm, but 
the situation is more sorioud than in the 
previous night. At about 4 o'clock in 
the afternoon, a Japanese officer on horse- 
‘back appeared in. the. proximity.of the 
Daihan gate, aid” the “pelicd endeavoured 
ta make.way for him: to pass through 
the crowds, This appears. to have been 
resonted by the people; an uproar exsyod, 
and two constables woreseverely injured. 
Af about lpm, a mob’ polted the police 
box at Chongno with stonos and two 
policomen théro wero also badly injured. 

Another account says that an officer in 
the headquarters of the Japanese Army in 
Korea, who was passing near the Palaco in 
tho stroot, was intercopted on his course 
by tho Korean mob,. This resulted in ao 
stragglo -botwoon tho polico nnd thé mob, 
and: the ‘two Japanese officinls in tho 
Korean police force. wero soverely injured 
about the head, They were sont to the 
Kanjo Hospital and ono of them is lying in’ 
a dangerous condition, During the stragglo 
tho Korean soldiers within the Dailan gate 
threw stones upon the dapaneso, The'mob 
in front of tho -gato’ dispersed” in. the 
direcfion - of .Chongno, as the.

The so-called self 
strengthening society, J pancse debts re- 
demption propaganda, Christian YMCA, 
vte., were utilized by them, Provincial 
canvassing as well ‘as newspapors were 
undertaken for that purpose. 

Notorious foreigners drow, in tho menn- 


time, no small amount uf money, ‘The 


Resident-Genoral Ite enacted the regula- 
tions for the control of palace admittance, 
but about twenty Household officials still 
survived in the Court in favour of the 
intriguers against the Japanese réginie. 

A Houschold wlicinl ther stepped out Lo 
suggest to the Emperor the advisability of 
resorling to the Hague Conference for 
Korea's independonce. 

Herein ortginates tho mock doputation 
to the Hague.

With 1 eo-called Secretary of tho State 
Council, Judge of the Supreme Court and 
Secretary of the St, Petershurg Legation, 
they a nt Tha Hague two duys before 
the provisional conference. This time tho 
party succeeded in publishing in the Con- 
feronce ‘Guzctte” their credentials, but 
othor respectable journalists could nob 
afford to be deceived by the mock deputa- 
tion. 

M. Nelidof and other delegates 
peremptory declined to reesive the 

orean deputation, and they came to 
understand that their attempt was anten- 
ablo. Resident-General Ito was awnre 
of this outcome several months ago, and 
on hearing that thé mock deputation was. 
producing tho so-called Imporin] creden- 
tinls he prepared, for vigorous . stepa, 
which may now, obco forall, dispose of 
deop-rooted corruption in the Korean 
Court. :
